The Courtesy of the Legionary 


Twenty-two years old and a war- 
veteran, twice wounded and posses- 
ing a record of more than four 
vears of active service. That is 


her owner, Colonel Lorne T. Me- 
Laughlin, C.M.G., D.S.0., V.D., on 
a farm just outside Bowmanville. 

Foaled in 1911, Mary was just 
four years old when she enlisted 
in the First Canadian Contin- 
gent- in the 2nd Battalion. From 
the start the stars shone on her, 
for she became the charger of the 
Commanding Officer, the late Sir 
David Watson, K.C.B. Later she 
continued to perform that duty 
with Lt.-Col. (now Brig. General) 
A. E. Swift, C.M.G., D.S.0. but 
for a brief space in 1916 she 
was supplanted by a mincing up- 
the western plains, 
named Minnie who was the fav- 
oured one of Lt.-Col. W. M. Ya- 
tes.

“GONE WEST’ 


ORIGIN OF 





Canadian Veteran 


During the Great War the word 
‘*dead’’ se'dom was heard among 
English speaking troops. A de- 
ceased comrade had ‘‘gone west”’ 
in army language. A correspond- 
ent offers the following interesting 
suggestion as to the origin of the 
expression. 

The Egyptians of the pre-dynas- 
tic age (4500-3400 B.C.), current- 
ly believed in the ‘‘Realm of Anu- 
thought 
to, be somewhere in, the west. Just 
as the sun each day rises to new 
life in the east and dies at night 
in the west so the realm of the 
human dead is in the west. Later 
this belief fused itself with the 
solar cult of Re and the Osirian 
nature cult, and the home of the 
dead came in popular though to be 
the happy home of light in the 
west. 

This belief that the dead had 
“gone West’? was not confined 
a.one to Egyptians and a parallel is 


found in Indian religions. After 
the death of Guatama Buddah 


(eirciter 480 B.C.) his teachings 
concerning Nirvana, by which he 
probably meant, the end of the 
round of existence through ab- 
sorption into the infinite, was po- 
pularized in common thought. For 
Nirvana was substituted for what 


is known as Paradise of the 
““West’’ the happy abode of 
the dead. Even this was not 
new, however, it was harking 


back to the Vedic belief of an earl- 
ler dey (2000 B.C.) Some even 
trace the ‘‘ Western Paradise’’ of 
Indian belief back to the prehisto- 
ric Aryan civilization that cent- 
ered around the Caspian sea’ prior 
to 2506 B.C, 

It is probable then that ‘Gone 
West’ far, from being a modern 
term was current amongst the 
earliest as a description of the 
death. Truly there is nothing new 
under the sun. . ,

Here was a real charger, with

Never did he, like 
tha pampered blue-blooded nurse- 
lings, lose condition when oats were 
short out in the open in the French 
i Flanders winter, Thriving on 

the diet of rugs and blankets (his 
neighbors) and wooden posts used 
for the lorse lines, such ascetism 
| (if it were so!) was grandly ex- 
plated, first by one glorious orgy 
in April, 19’8, when he ate the 
section oats (very nearly), inad- 
vertently and rashly placed over- 
night in his stable on one of the 

rare occasion when he had a roof, 
and again ‘by another more savoury 
white waisteoat affair, when he 
\wrenched off and chewed blissfully 

a chunk from the mouth of the 
-colonel’s principal mount! But 
| there were times (not many) of 
real E'ysium—two miles of green 
standing corn en route to the guns: 
in a newly evaeuated area. we 
were hurried in those days, so it 
was usually done at a canter; but 
this could not be allowed to inter- 
fere! So on many occasions could 
be seen a head  obstinately kept 
bent down to the ground eating 
the gifts of God like the expresse 
engine picking up water en rout:

The regiment was less than a 
year old when the ‘‘rent’’ affair

litia of Canada. 

At the close of ¢the American Ci- 
vil War there were thousands of 
Irish-American ex-Soldiers who 
‘had ‘been discharged from the con-

ess ‘‘at a loose end’’. Irish Home 
Rule extremists organized them in- 
'to armed bands and twice invaded 
, -anada. These two invasions are 
inown in history as ‘‘The Fenian 
Raids.’ The first took place in 
1866 and ths eecond in 1870. The 
gueens Own suffered several ca- 
sulties in action aganst the Fen- 
ins in the 1866 raid. 

In 1885 a crack-brained fanatic

to support him. The rebellion was 
suppressed by a force consisting 
entirely of Canadian troops, and it

During the South African camp- 
aign of thirty three years ago the 
Dominion, of Canada sent no less 
than seven thousand three hun- 
dred men to the front. Of these, 
The Queen’s Own Rifles of Can- 
ada provided a due quota to each 
of the various contingents, and 
‘there services were rather belatedly 
recognised only a few weeks ago

In September 1910 the Officer 
: commanding The Queens Own Ri- 

‘les of Canada brought the regi- 
ment over to England at his own 
expense to take part on the Army 
/Manoeuvres. At that time the re- 
iment was commanded by Colonel 
Sir Henry Pellatt. Whilst at Al- 
dershot on that occasion the 1st Bn 


The Buffs and The Queen’s Own 
‘Rifles became very friendly. They 
earrizd out a route march together 
on one occasion. Permission to use 
the same Regimental March as 
The Buffs had been asked and 
‘obtained by The Queen’s Own Ri- 
fles over forty years before. and 
it, was this use of the same regi- 
mental march which was one of 
the first between the two corps. 
A draft of ‘‘The Buffs’’ leaving 
Aldershot to join the 2nd Bn. ‘on 
foreign service was played to the 
station by the band of The Queens 
Own. 

On 2ist February 1914 the fol- 
lowing appears in, Canadian Mili- 
tia Orders: ‘‘His Majesty has 





ve of the 2nd Regiment The 
Queen’s Own Rifles of Canada be- 
‘ing made an allied regiment of 
The Buffs East Kent Regiment.’ 
On St. George’s Day, 23rd April 
1914, a dinner was held simultan- 
‘eously at Fermoy (where the Ist 
Buffs were stationed) and at the 
Toronto headquarters of The 
Queen’s Own, Direct cable commu- 
‘nication was established between 
the two battalions and messages of 
mutual friendship exchanged. 
There was something prophetic in 
the closing words of the speech 
|made by Lt, Col. Hill, (O.C. 1st 
| Bufis), which were as follows:— 
‘May we fight shoulder to should- 
er with you if ever we are called 
upon to defend the Empire in the 
Iname of the King.’’ Just twelve 
‘months afterwards to the very 
day, The Buffs and their Can- 
adian comrades were fighting 
side by side at St. Julien during 
the Second Battle of Ypres.

What Every Horseman 
Should Know.

There are but two living things 
that all men,-*Young or hold, will 
stop to look at. A beautiful horse | 
is one of them. 

Since civilization 
horse has been the companion, szr- 
vant and friend of men. His speed 
served the earliest peopla who 
lived by their herds and flocks; 
his power and docility aided their 
first crude attempts at agri- 
culture; his strength and courage 
won battles and decided wars. 

From the beginning victory has 
rested on the banners of the na- 
tions best equipped with horses 
and mules. The last war was no 
exception. 

Horses and mules drew the guns 
and earried the supplies through 
the last dread zone that was ever 
swept by artillery fire — across 
ditches and over apparently in- 
superable obstacles—for the horse 
has never feared to go’ where man 
dared lead or ride. 

Back of the lines, on farms, 
plantations, and ranches; back of 
the cattle, sheep and swine, pro- | 
ducing the grain and forage to 
feed them and the bread grains to 
feed the man-power of the _ bat- 
tling nations — were horses and 
mules which made inereased food 
production possible. 

Millions of men were drawn 
away from our farms to serve in 
armies and in factories producing
